This is the view- 
point of Dr. Paul Dempsey 
of CSUS’s psychology depart- 


mentwhowill act as consultant 
when his wife, Dr. Irene 
Dempsey, instructs a week-end 
seminar offered by the 
Continuing Education Program 
for Women, on October 13,14, 
and 20. The class is entitled, 
“Rewriting the Psychology of 
Marriage” and is open to women 
and men who, in the words of 
the instructors, are “single, 
divorced, widowed, or anything 
else.”

Music Majors Have 
Lots Of Problems 


Be nice to music majors. They 
have a lot of problems. One bad 
registration alone can mean one 
or more extra semesters of 
school. 

There are three programs 
offered to the music major. One 
of them is a four year program 
leading to a B.A. The other two 
are five year programs both 
leading to credentials as well as 
including the B.A. degree. 

To simplify a complicated 
matter, let’s look at the 
requirements for just the 
four-year program to reveal 
some of the more obvious 
stumbling blocks There are 16 
units of lower division units 
required for all music majors 
Twelve of these units are theory 
courses, all of which must be 
taken which 
means if takes two schoo! years 
to complete them. 

Since several of the required 
upper division courses cannot be 
‘aken until the theory 
are completed one must be at 
least a junior before beginning 
these specific courses. Music 106 


consecutively, 


COUTSES 


A-B (a one year course) is on2 of 
these courses and must be taken 
before Music 107 (also required) 
can be taken. Thus it takes three 
years of conscientious 
planning before Music 
be taken 


course 
107 can 


So, if a first semester freshman 
were to begin taking theory right 
away, he just might - with a lot 
of luck with registrations - be 
able to graduate under the four 
year program in four years. That 
is, if he has been able to pass the 
piano proficiency test, as well as 
satisfactorily develop his 
medium (instrument or voice) 
within that time 

A person whose medium is 
piano would probably have a 
better chance in this respect for 
he need only concentrate on one 
instrument, whereas a person 
majoring in flute may have a 
hard time passing the piano 
proficiency test and end up 
spending a lot of time practicing 
the piano rather than the flute. 
This in itself could mean extra 
semesters of school. 

The average number of units a 
person majoring in a medium 
other than piano needs to satisfy 
all the requirements for the four 
year program is about 58 units 
Add to that the 46 units of 
general education requirements 
and you come out with 104 
units. Ghat leaves only 20 units 
{out of the 124 needed for 
graduation) during four years of 
school to be used for either a 
minor or elective courses. That 
is, if you can make it in four 
years

The position of Housing 
Director at CSUS is vacant. Dr 
Joe LaCamera, formerly with 
Kent State resigned on 
September 15 after holding the 
position f rt one year. He 
currently counseling at the 
University of Akron, Akron 
Ohio 

A committee headed by Dean 
McKoane, Assoc. Dean of 
Students in charge of Student 
Activities, is searching 
throughout the country for a 
qualified replacement. There 
have not been any responses to 
the nation-wide advertising. 
Experience in management is 
priority requirement for the 
Housing Director. The person 
filling this position must handle 
the budget for the residence 
halls as well as provide an 
educational experience for the 
students 

Dean McKoane emphasized the 
responsibility of the job in view 
of current complications. There 
are presently three halls housing 
600 students. In the fall of 


1973, two new residence halls. 
with a total capacity of 400 
students and a dining commons 
for the exclusive use of the halis 
will be opened 

The new director will be faced 
with problems such as budgeting 
the new halls and providing food 
service for the dining commons 
Currently, there is a conflict as 
to whether the food service 
should be provided by the 
on-campus facility or should be 
under the direct jurisdiction of 
the Housing Office 

An off-campus housing office is 
being planned by the Housing 
Office in an attempt to expand 
its services to commuting 
students. Facilities counseling 
activities, and a place to rap or 
study will be provided by the 
Program sometime this Fall, 
depending on if and when it is 
funded 

Dean McKoane feels that many 
of the problems facing the 
Housing Office will be alleviated 
when a new Director is 
appointed

Community Action Projects is 
an organization on this campus 
designed to involve the students 
with the community.

A Plan To Bring The War

WASHINGTON Frank 
Mankiewicz, Political 
Coordinator for Senator George 
McGovern, today reissued, 
without comment, a press 
release put out in 1952 by 
Senator Richard Nixon. 


Text of the press release is as 
follows 


From the Office of SENATOR 
RICHARD NIXON, 341 Senate 
Office Building, Washington 
D.C FOR RELEASE 
MONDAY A.M., AUGUST 25, 
1952 

For the past two weeks reports 
have appeared in the press to the 
effect that Adlai Stevenson has a 
plan for bringing the Korean War 
to 4 successful conclusion, but 
that he will not reveai his plan 
because if he did so it would give 
military 
information. This week's issue of 
NEWSWEEK again repeated this 
story 


the Communists vital 


Mr. Stevenson should tell the 
American people whether or not 
these reports are true or false. If 
he has had such a plan he should 
have disclosed it to the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and if he has not 
done so he should do so 
immediately. Certainly he 
cannot contend that the Joint 
Chiefs would give his plan to the 
Communists. If he does not have 
such a plan he should honestly 
tell the American people that he 
has no easy solution to the 
Korean War 

Mr. Stevenson is putting out 
bait for votes and working a 
cruel hoax on the men fighting 
and dying in Korea and their 
families and loved ones at home 
if he leave the 
impression in the public mind 
tha* he has some magic formula 
which could bring the Korean 
War to an end on an honorable

Team Counselors 
Deal With Drugs 


To help youngsters who are 
hung up on drugs, the Aquarian 
Fffort has a team of paramedical 
counselors. These cou selors 
discuss the drug scene, hoping to 
aid the youngsters to combat 
their use of drugs 

These counselors are present in 
the eight schools in Sacramento 
Hiram Johnson, Kennedy, 
Lincolnand Will C. Wood are 
active with the Effort’s drug 
rehabilitation school teams. A 
representative of the school 
team, paid by the school, is on 
the grounds during the regular 
schoc! day. Any student may 
seek him out for help about any 
drug problem. 

The counselors are former drug 
addicts who can discuss most 
drug problems. Barbiturates are 
the major drug problem in the 
schools, noted an Aquarian 
Effort counselor. Also other 
drugs, namely seconal, nemutal, 
“speed” and benzedrine are

The University of Washington 
has started proceedings to fire 
economics professor Jeff Morris, 
despite the fact that he has ovei 
a year left on his contract. The 
stated reason for the dismissal 
action is that Dr. Morris gave 
every one of the 675 students in 
his introductory economics class 
an “A,” 


Defending his grading 
philosophy, Morris declared: 
“Grades destroy real incentive to 
learn, force students to treat 
their teachers as cops, and 
alienate students from each 
other by fostering competition 
and discouraging cooperation.” 


ITT isn’t the only 
multi-national corporation that’s 
cozy with the Nixon 
administration. For example, 
General Motors recently 
admitted that, at the request of 
the Justice Department, it found 
an $18,000 a year job for 
Pershing Gervais. Gervais was 
being rewarded by GM for his 
work as an informer for the 
Justice Department in __ its 
indictment of ex-New Orleans 
district attorney Jim Garrison. 
Garrison has been charged with 
conspiracy to bribe law 
enforcement officials in
